lature made provision for paying them. It ls 
known that an attempt was made by the 
last Legislature to ewap new gold bonds for 
these old currenry bonds, the result of which, 
would have been to have played into the 
hands of a lot of speculators, who had 
bought up these old bonds below par, and 
who would have made a good thing of ft at 
the State’s expense. This failed however, 
owing to the exposure of the iniquity of the 
thing 
It was believed that Governor Bullock was 
interested in the specalation, Anyhow he 
recommended the measure, and hia faction 
sought zealously to pase It. 
There is some light on the transaction just 
diseovered. We give it for what it is worth: 
The interest on bonds is paid and receipted 
for by means of coupons attached to the 
bonds. These coupons arc only attached for 
the time until the bonds are dune, and consti- 
tute the only voucher he is allowed to receive, 
and which he must file away, marked “paid,” 
subject to the order of the General Assew- 
bly. If the bonds are due, the coupons being 
exhausted, the provision for paying the inter- 
est afterwards must bo made by the General 
Assembly, 
This matter was brought before the Gen- 
eral Assembly at its last session, and looked 
into, but that body did nothing, The diffi- 
culty scemed to be to avoid the possibility of 
frauds in the matter. As the Legislature re- 
fused to give Governor Bullock any power 
in the matter, he has in uweual fashion taken 
the authority.
